"In a little while I came m with one 


c-f mj men, a fellowTnomed Eddie, one 
one of the best in bis tone. He wars a 
fiend for coffee—drank it all the time 
When, be sat down, three of the -women 
came and stood across the table from 
him, A^atchin' every move he made 
Eddie thought they were stuck on him 
He was swelled up there like a toad in 
a thunderstorm. 


"The first thing he called for was cof 


fee. Nobody paid any attention, to him 
They brought him. milk. He told the 
woman, to take it "back and briing him 
some coffee. She took the milk aw ay 
but no coffee would she bring. H 
asked everybody around the place fo 
coffee, and all the satisfaction he go 
was to see them line np and watch ham 
so that be wouldn't steal anything.

Spain was now powerless beneath 


tbe heel of Jackson. Her savage allies 
soon yielded to Jackson's sharpshoot- 
ers. The real war with Spain 
was 


over. 


But tbe, diplomatic war, -which us- 


ually precedes tbe real war, had tc 
follow in ibis case, thanks to Jackson. 
And bow it did rage in Florida, in 
Washington, in Madrid! Spain was 
furious and many Americans said thai 
Jackson had really gone too far. 


But the upshot was that the United 


States Government disavowed Jack- 
son's acts, restored the 
forts, and 


thanked Jackson publicly and profuse- 
ly for ending the alliance of Spanish 
perfidy and Indian savagery. 


As for the people, they made Jack- 


son their idol, as they do every man 
who prefers doing to dalliance. 


The quotations from Jackson used 


above are in a letter which Jackson 
sent to a friend at Washington fcr use 
in his* defense. This brief account ol 
Jackson's splendid -war with Spain 
cannot be ended more fittingly than 
with the closing paragraphs of Jack- 
son's letter: 


"All that I regret is that I did not 


storm the works, capture the Governor, 
put him on trial for the murder of the 
Stokes family and hang him for the 
deed. 


"I could adopt no other "way (to put 


an end to the war) but by possessing 
myself of the strongholds that -were a 
refuge to the enemy and afforded them 
the means of offense.' 


"Self-defense justified me in every 


act I" did. I will stand justified before 
God and all Europe. And I regret that 
our Government has extended the cour- 
tesy to Spain of withdrawing thS 
troops from Pensacola before Spain 
gave a guarantee for the fulfillment ol 
the treaty and the safety of the fron- 
tier."

troops of the United States, but on bii 
own personal responsibility. 


He bad made one brilliant campaign 


against the Creeks of Southern Geor- 
la. He completely crushed ihe Creek 
cation, and thought that they were 
'pacified" in tbe thorough Jacksoniac 
manner. 


But a few- thousand Creek 
braves 


fled across the border into the Spanish 
province of West Florida and joined 
hemselves to the bloodthirsty horde 
of Seminoles and fugitive slaves led 
by tbe great chief Billy Bowlegs. Tbii 
tripartnership of deviltry, aided and 
abetted by tbe Spaniards, made life in 
Southern Georgia a series of alarms 
too frequently realised in butchery and 
rapine^ 


The Spanish official attitude was per- 


fectly correct—deprecatory and regret- 
ful. 
But really, said the Spaniards, 


these savages are so strong and so wily 
tbat we can do nothing. 


Then Andrew Jackson came. He had 


choice of two courses—to follow th« 
recognized international code of pro- 
test by post to Washington, thence 
after long delay to tbe Spanish Minis- 
ter, thence after interminable delay to 
Spain by slow sailing vessel, and so on 
through drawn-out years of waiting, 
or to adopt a Jacicsonian code of in- 
ternational law exactly suited to the 
circumstances. 
Bo reasoned thus: 


First—Billy^Bowiegs and his marau- 


ders must be punished at once. 


Second—This is as much to the in- 


terest of Spain as of the United States. 


Third—I, Andrew Jackson, must do 


my duty by both countries. 


Fourth—If the Spanish officers as- 


sist me, well and, good; if not, then 
they are tbe allies of the savages and 
enemies of tbe,United States. 


Jackson wrote to the Government at 


Washington just wnat he purposed to 
do. Then, without waiting for a re- 
ply, he marched over the border into 
the sacred territory of Spain, at the 
head of an army that knew no other 
duty than obedience to Jackson. 


He made straight for the nearest 


Spanish fort—St. Mark's. 
He sent 


word to the Governor that he (Jack- 
son) 
had been much pained to learn 


that the wicked Indians had forcibly 
entered St. Mark's and had frightened 
tbe weak garrison into giving them 
arms and ammunition. "To prevent 
tbe recurrence of so gross a violation 
cf neutrality," wrote Jackson, "and to 
exclude our savage enemies from so 
strong a bold as St. Mark's, I deem it 
expedient to garrison that fortress with 
American troops until the close of the 
present war)"' 


The Governor was dumbfounded. He 


hunjed forward a long reply in Span- 
ish, the substance of which was that 
he would write to bis Government and 
see whether if wished him to let Jack- 
son pursue th,e proposed course. That 
is, he said to Jackson, "Wait six 
months or a year." 


Jackson couldn't read Spanish. In 


his whole life he never dreamed of any 
one asking him to "wait." So he as- 
sumed that the letter must be a cordial 
assent to his very proper proposals. 
He got the letter in the early morning 
of April 7, 1818. Before noon the 
Spanish flag had been hauled down 
from St. Mark'*, the American flag 
was floating over it, and American 
troops were in possession. The Gov- 
ernor made a dignified protest—in 
Spanish—and departed with his garri- 
son.

son did not hesitate between the ac- 
cepted code and the JacUsonian code.

for Pensacola. 


"While on my march thither I was 


>met by a protest of the Governor of 
Pensacola ordering me out of the Flor- 
idas or he would oppose force to force 
and drive mo out of the territory of 
Spain."

In accordance with the directions 
of the president <"every honor, military 
and civil, was shown to the nation's he- 
row- The government^ departments and 
the federal- cow-fif were all closed at 
noon, and the flags over the government 
buildings, the barracks, navy yard and 
the forts along the Potomac, were half- 
masted. 


The military escort comprised all the 


artillery troops at the Washington bar- 
ra,ck«, a < troop of cavalry from Fort 
Myer, a battalion of* marines from the 
navy yard, and the entire national guard 
of the District of Columbia. Colonel 
Francis F. Guenther of the Fourth ar-

The day was perfect. The sun blazed 


from a cloudless sky, and the scene in 
the f historic cemetery overlooking the 
Potomac river and the white walls of the 
nation's capital, was profoundly impres-

iii-ohe of the most' bSautif ul in the ceme- 
tery. It is a direct line about a mile 
B6uth of the old Lee mansion, on the top 
of the sloj?e toward the river. Here in 
parallel lines were the newly made 
graves. with the flag-draped caskets con- 
taining the bodies of the dead soldiers 
at,iheir sides. 


About the graves were formed the 


military in imposing array, while in a 
group stood the president, the members 
of "the cabinet, arid other distinguished 
functionaries of the government. Back 
thft around these was' the vast con- 
epurse of people, while all about through 
the trees towered glittering shafts and 
monuments, reared to the memory o£

were flred, taps ^ ere sounded; and mili- 
tary 'dirges were played by the bands. 


The religious services /were very sim- 


ple. There were no addresses nor eulo- 
gies. The committal service of the 
Episcopal church was read by Post Chap- 
Iftin Freeland of Fort Monroe, and, in 
order that the soldiers who died as 
Catholics4 might be buried in consecrated 
ground, at the request of Cardinal Gib- 
bons, the consecration service of the 
Catholic church was conducted by Rev. 
Joseph F. McQee of St Patrick's church. 


The interment of the bodies began at 


the conclusion of the ceremonies, and the 
departure of the military. As each metal- 
lic casket weighs about 500 pounds and 
required eight men to handle, the lower- 
ing of the bodies was necessarily slow, 
arid it will probably require two or three 
days to inter all of the dead.

Discusses Territorial Expansion In 


Philippines and Imperialism, 


Chicago, April -6.—The Hon. William 


J. Bryant is to publish a book entitled, 
"Republic or Empire—the Philippine 
Question," in which he discusses terrlto- 
lial expansion from every standpoint, 
his argument being supplemented by 
chapters dealing- with the various phases 
tot the subject by Andrew Carnegie, 
George F. H&ar, John W. Daniel, Henry 
M. Teller and other statesmen and schol- 
ars. 
"As, to ^perialism, Mr. Bryan says: 
"Imperialism finds its inspiration in dol- 
lars, not in duty. It is not our duty to 
burden our people with increased taxes 
in order to'give a few speculators an op- 
portunity for exploia-tion; it IB not our 
duty to sacrifice the best blood of our 
nation In tropical jungles in a.n attempt 
Ut stifle the very, sentiments which have 
given vitality to American institutions, 
it is not our duty to deny to the people 
of the Philippines the rights for which 
our forefathers fought from Bunker Bill 
to Yorktown. Imperialism has "been de- 
scribed as ''The white "man's burden." 
But since it crushes the the wealth pro- 
ducer beneath an increasing weight of 
taxes. It might with more propriety be 
called 'The poor man's ^\oaaV 


"If the peace commissioners had de- 


manded a hatbor>and coaling station ip 
the Philippines and had required Spain 
to surrender the rest of the land to "the 
Filipinos, as she surrendered Cuba to th« 
Cubans, we w ould not now be consider- 
ing how to let go of the island. If the 
sum of twenty millions had been neces- 
sary to secure Spain's release the pay- 
ment of the amount toy the Filipnos 
might have be*n guaranteed 
by the 


United States." 


Mr. Bryan also cays that "The purpose 


o!f annexation is to apply to the govern- 
ment of the Philippines methods famil- 
iar to the people of Europe and Asia, but 
new in the United States. This depar- 
ture from traditions was not authorized 
by the people, whether it will be ratified 
by them remains to be seen. The re- 
sponsibility rests first upon congress, 
and afterwards .upon that power which 
makes congresses. Whatever may be 
the wish of individuals or the interests 
of parties, we may rest assured that the 
final disposition of the Philippine ques- 
tion will confprm to the deliberate judg- 
ment of the voters. They constitute the 
court of last resort, from whose decision 
there is no > appeal."

aix days. To provide for the camping 
of the troops during the period of deten- 
tion, the co-operation of the quarter- 
master generaf, the surgeon general and 
the marine hospital service, and Gen- 
eral Brooke In Havana, was necessary, 
and a thorough understanding has been 
reached by these officers as to the course 
to be pursued. 


Kdt every quarantine station has fa- 


cilities for accommodating a regiment 
or more of troops. These that have been 
and are now being actually used for 'this 
purpose are the United States stations 
at Dry Tortugas, Black Beard Station, 
oft the coast of Georgia, and Egmont 
Keystation, hear the"Flpridastate quar- 
antine station at Muiett key. , 


The troops when disembarked are re- 


quired Jo pitch their tents. This sun- 
ning and airing of the tents is considered 
sufficient, but if the tents are not 
pitched they are disinfected. Orders have 
been issued to General Brooke not to 
permit any bedding or mattresses to 
come with the troops. The baggage of 
men and officers is disinfected under the 
direct supervision of the marine hospi- 
tal officers at each port. 


As a'-'further.measure of co-operation, 


General Brooke Is required to notify the 
war department in advance of the pro- 
posed sailing of each ship and Its desti- 
nation is determined here after consulta- 
tion with the surgeon general, "who de- 
cides to which quarantine station"" it 
shall go. This will effectually prevent 
confusion and overcrowding. Most of the 
troops thus far have been landed at Sa- 
vannah, where the joint work of disin- 
fecting and managing the troops is per- 
formed by the marine hospital surgeons 
and Colonel Ballinser of the quarter- 
master's department. 


The latter has done especially efficient 


•work. Today he reported thatjpaulueki 
island, six miles from Savannah, afford- 
ed exceptional advantages for detention 
camps. It is capable "of accomodating 
six, regiments at a time. The surgeon 
g-eneral has approved the recommenda- 
tion for the use of this island, and it is 
likely that a latse proportion of the 
troop's will land there. 


Some of the troops, especially those

The 
facts" were communicated to the authoi'i- 
ties here immediately, and upon the offi- 
cers arrival at Tampa he %vas met -A ith 
orders from the war department to re- 
turn with his baggage to the quarantine 
station and remain tfiere until djs- 
charged by the quarantine authorities. 


The mustering out of the troops will 


in many cases take place in the detention 
camps in order to prevent delay. The 
yellow fever situation in Cuba is said to 
be-very much better than it usually is at 
this time of the year. There are a few- 
cases at various points, which is expect- 
ed, as Cuba is never entirely free fron 
sporadic cases, but at no point is there 
as yet anything approaching an epidem- 
ic.

Miss Braddon probably ranks third 


among "long-distance writers'' of OUT 
day. 
Since nhe^made her n>st timid 


venture In 1860 with the "tVail of the 
Serpent," she has produced novels at 
the rate of one TO every nine- month* 
approximately; and her output In fic- 
tion alone may be placed at 10,500,000 
words, or nearly half an acre of man- 
uscript. 


Marion Crawford, among our young- 


er writers, has been markedly prolific. 
Since "Mr. Isaacs" captured the read- 
Ing world, some years ago, he has 
written on an average two long novels 
every year, with a total of about 6.- 
000,000 w6rd8. or a -quarter of an acre 
of manuscript. 


Sir Walter Besant's record is diffi- 


cult to estimate, besides, in audition to 
his many novels, he has don>; a large 
and unascertaiiiable amount of work 
in journalism. It will be weii within 
the mark, however, to estimate hla out- 
put at from ten to twelve n.-llions of 
words, a record which was probably 
exceeded by the late James I'uyn, one 
of the most industrious oC all our 
scribes. 


In books alone Mr. Oeorge Meredith 


has written- about 6,000,000 v-'ords. a 
record Which Mr. Black has probably 
exceeded.

Mr. Baring Gould, who, bltbougit 


placed last, Is in the very first rank of 
prolific writers, has written with bis 
busy pen quitel2,000,000 woi-ds, and Is 
entitled to be classed with Mr. Henty 
and M. Jules Verne. 


Selecting Timber. 


A German paper devoted to wood- 


working interests states that In select- 
Ing timber it Is of the greatest Import- 
ance to ascertain whether the tree 
from which it is taken was cut in the 
winter or in the summer; that which 
Is cut in the winter being superior 
and having a higher value. The rea- 
son for this Is that trees have a resting 
period between 
October and 
May, 


during which time the cells' contain 
starch that Is not found In the sum- 
mer. 
The starch serves to close the 


pores, making the wood close and Im- 
penetrable, so that wlrfter-hewn tim- 
ber is used exclusively In making bar- 
rel staves. To test the timber it ia 
covered with an Jdolde solution, which 
from the well-known fact that starch 
coming Into contact with iodide pro- 
duces a violet color, will give the Urn* 
ber a yellow color, If It were cut in 
the summer. On the other hand, a 
tree hewn In winter will nave series 
jf dark ink-colored stripes on a yellow 
{round.
